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Battle Of The Dollar 


By WILLIAM O. DOBLER 


•It must sometimes seem to people that 


the burden on their backs shall never be 
Mad. At this time of year, when the Legis- 
lature is in session, the almost constant 
talk of money must surely get to be a 
little boring. And yet, there is really no al- 
ternative, nothing else that could logically 
be expected in light of the aspirations of 
humanity. 


There is the case of the University of 


Nebraska which has been fashioned with 


some hope of great- 
ness in mind, not as 
the product of any in- 
dividual h o p i n g to

place in the state or the world for him- 
self. If we had a university administra- 
tion that came in with a budget request 
that failed to reflect ambition for some- 
thing good, it is at that point that we 
should really become angered and disap- 
pointed. The university has submitted a 
program which calls for an increase of 
about one-third hi its general fund, tax- 
supported programs. 


At the same time, It has areaeeed a 


$24.1 mifflM reveaae toad aregr** to fi- 
nance a program aimed at excellence in 
the physical sciences. This weaM taelade 
sabstaatlal bribing ef a physical plant en 
the aewatewa campus. Aside from the 
money itself, the proposal has run into what 
teems Hke a fair-sized legal snag. 


The plan was to provide the revenue 


to pay off the bonds through student tui- 
tion fees. Then, the Legislature w o u l d 
simply appropriate in general fund taxes 
an amount to make up for the tuition loss 
in the area of routine university operations. 
The tax appropriation could not be used 
to finance, tht bonds because the state has 
a constitutional limitation against general 
bonded drat. 


* 
The state attorney general'! office has 


said that the university bond proposal is 
of doubtful legality because of the consti- 
tutional limitation against debt. This may 
well prove to be the case in one or several 
ways but that is not the entire story. For 
one thing, this effort on the part of the 
University is no deceit in any way. What 
it has attempted to do in this case, it has 
done, in effect, in the past in the matter 
of student housing—using the housing in- 
come to pay .off the cost of construction. 
The two things are not the same in all re- 
gards but the revenue bond approach is 
crmmon to them both.

An even greater question is 
what we shall do if such an approach as 
has been suggested is not possible. Do we 
make an effort to find another way or do 
we simply say that any such excellence 
is forever beyond us? 


In this problem and many others that 


are faced today, we see more and more 
the fact that financing of public needs is 
a matter of major and growing concern. 
This more than any other single thing is 
something to which the Legislature surely 
ought to address itself. Individual matters 
of government have begun to fade into the 
background in the light of the pressing 
need for financing in general.

this week in the death of Amos Alonzo 
Stags, who was Wt. 


Mr. Sugg was notable for a number 


of things. He we* bora in the second year 
ef the War Between the States, His longev- 
ity was remarkable. He viewed American 
fife and beheld an the profound changes 
that have taken place in a century of time. 


The world he flswUy left^ar;by-m» 


means the world he first knew. Yet he 
lived with all the changes and adjusted to 
them. 


He was also one of the great devel- 


opers of the game of football. That game, 
too, was in its infancy when he played it 
at Yale. And a good deal of the resource- 
fulness he applied to it as a coach and 
an innovator is reflected in its greatness 
today. 


But probably the most significant 


characteristic of bis life was his unswerv-

ing devotion to the emphasis of the moral 
and spiritual man. He enforced his be- 
liefs in a spirit of high sportsmanship and 
thus communicated his lofty ethics to sev- 
eral generations of American youth.

Mr. Stagg aspired to be a minister. 


But he turned away from that calling re- 
gretfully ^because he felt'an incapacity at 
preaching. He turned to coaching because 
it was a field in which he could be more 
expressive and more convincing. It was 
only a few years ego that age and infirm- 
ity ended his coaching career. 


Throughout his long, long life he never 


deviated from his deep belief, never wav- 
ered in his convictions, never forsook his 
goals. There is no evidence that he ever 
doubted his course. He was a very honest 
and good man and he gloried in Ms life's 
mission.

Thoughts On A Puppet King 


The death of former King Farouk, of 


Egypt, is a belated reminder of "How not 
to run an empire." It is volume one of 
a two part series, the second part being, 
"What became of colonialism and why," 


Farouk was not a good ruler. He pur- 


sued decadence, enriched himself, allowed 
the Egyptian people to sink into misery 
and desperation, and ruled Egypt as a 
British possession until be was overthrown 
in an Egyptian army revolt. A colonel by 
the name of Naguib forced him from the 
throne in turn to be replaced by Col, Ga- 
mal Nasser. Mr. Nasaer may be a trouble- 
some dictator with warlike aspirations and 
a strong feeling for revenge. But he is in- 
finitely bettor for his people than was 
Farouk. 


It is not unfair to compare Farouk with 


Cuba's Batista, a head beater who rose 
from sergeant to president of the Cuban 


Republic. His main idea was to accept 
American funds and in return keep the 
Cubans down and quiet. Like Farouk when 
the going got too tough he shipped out a 
sizeable fortune and then vamoosed. That's 
how fellows like Castro and Nasser get 
their start. 


- The fault of British statecraft was not 
in believing that natives should be ruled 
by a native, but in not examing how the 
native ruled. Farouk may have been ac- 
ceptable to the British, but he drove his 
subjects to desperate ends. It wasn't the 
British who threw him out. It was the 
Egyptians. It would have been better the 
other way for there is a real responsibility 
for good and constructive government. It 
is conceivable that some British inspired 
reforms in Egypt would today have found 
the Egyptians feeling pride and satisfaction 
in being a member of the Commonwealth.

Battle Of The Dollar

The Point Of 
Concern 


It mu st sometimes seem to people that 
the bu rden on their backs shall never be 
lifted. At this time of year, when the Legis­ 
latu re is in session, the almost constant 
talk of money mu st su rely get to be a 
little boring. And yet. there is really no al­ 
ternative, nothing else that cou ld logically 
be expected in light of the aspirations of 
hu manity. 
There is the case of the University of 
Nebraska which has been fashioned with 
some hope of great­ 
ness in mind, not as 
the produ ct of any in­ 
dividu al h op i n g to 
carve 
a 
su bstantial 
place in the state or the world for him­ 
self. If we had a u niversity administra­ 
tion that came in with a bu dget requ est 
that failed to reflect ambition for some­ 
thing good, it is at that point that we 
shou ld really become angered and disap­ 
pointed. The u niversity has su bmitted a 
program which calls for an increase of 
abou t one-third in its general fu nd, tax- 
su pported programs. 
At the same time, it has proposed a 
$24.5 million revenu e bond program to fi­ 
nance a program aimed at excellence in 
the physical sciences. This wou ld inclu de 
su bstantial bu ilding of a physical plant on 
the downtown campu s. Aside from t h e 
money itself, the proposal has ru n into what 
seems like a fair-sized legal snag. 
The plan was to provide the revenu e 
to pay off the bonds throu gh stu dent tu i­ 
tion fees. Then, the Legislatu re w ou l d 
simply appropriate in general fu nd taxes 
an amou nt to make u p for the tu ition loss 
in the area of rou tine u niversity operations. 
The tax appropriation cou ld not be u sed 
to finance the bonds becau se the state has 
a constitu tional limitation against general 
bonded debt. 


★ 
The state attorney general’s office has 
said that the u niversity bond proposal is 
of dou btfu l legality becau se of the consti­ 
tu tional limitation against debt. This may 
well prove to be the case in one or several 
ways bu t that is not the entire story. For 
one thing, this effort on the part of the 
University is no deceit in any way. What 
it has attempted to do in this case, it has 
done, in effect, in the past in the m atter 
of stu dent hou sing—u sing the hou sing in­ 
come to pay off the cost of constru ction. 
The two things are not the same in all re­ 
gards bu t the revenu e bond approach is 
common to them both. 
One major difference, it seems, is that 


in the case of hou sing, the revenu e is a 
direct produ ct of that which it finances. 
In the case of a campu s facility plant, 
the relationship with the revenu e u sed to 
pay off the constru ction wou ld not be so 
direct. If the hou sing revenu e b on d ap­ 
proach is legal—and no one has vet qu es­ 
tioned it—it wou ld seem that the legal snag 
on campu s bu ilding wou ld be the old prob­ 
lem of indirection. There is a common or 
well known legal principle which says that 
you cannot do by indirection what you are 
forbidden to do directly. For instance, if a 
city cou ncil cannot enter into the grocery 
store bu siness, it cannot appoint a com­ 
mittee and have it go into the grocery 
store bu siness for the city. 


The principle is very mu ch akin to 
frau d, which is an u nfortu nate part of the 
u niversity’s position. There has been no 
frau d in what the u niversity is attempt­ 
ing. It has simply sou ght a legal means 
of doing something and even followed what 
it considered precedent to be in doing so. 
The u niversity is not the first pu blic 
body to look at this kind of approach. The 
Lincoln Airport Au thority, for instance, can 
Issu e revenu e bonds that are paid of f 
throu gh a general levy. How su ch a thing 
as that can be a revenu e bond u nder the 
law Is more than we can u nderstand bu t 
that is what is being done. 
The City Cou ncil will be issu ing reve­ 
nu e bonds for constru ction of a hospital, 
the bonds to be paid 
off 
with 
a 
general 
mill levy. That, too, is 
far-fetched in the av­ 
erage layman’s way of 
looking at things bu t it seems to be sailing 
along. The u niversity has done nothing ou t 
of line in su bmitting its program for a 
revenu e bond issu e. If what it wou ld like 
to do cannot be done, that is one thing 
bu t it does not impu gn the motives of the 
administration. An even greater qu estion is 
w'hat we shall do if su ch an approach as 
has been su ggested is not possible. Do we 
make an effort to find another way or do 
we simply say that any su ch excellence 
is forever beyond u s? 
In this problem and many others that 
are faced today, we see more and more 
the fact that financing of pu blic needs is 
a m atter of major and growing concern. 
This more than any other single thing is 
something to which the Legislatu re su rely 
ou ght to address itself. Individu al matters 
of government have begu n to fade into the 
backgrou nd in the light of the pressing 
need for financing in general.

The cou ntry lost a significant citizen 
this week in the death of Amos Alonzo 
Stagg, who was 102. 
Mr. Stagg was notable for a nu mber 
of tilings. He was born in the second year 
of the War Between the States. His longev­ 
ity was remarkable. He viewed American 
life and beheld all the profou nd changes 
that have taken place in a centu ry of time. 
The world he finally left was by no 
means the world he first knew. Yet he 
lived with all the changes and adju sted to 
them. 
He was also one of the great devel­ 
opers of the game of football. That game, 
too, was in its infancy when he played it 
at Yale. And a good deal of the resou rce­ 
fu lness he applied to it as a coach and 
a n innovator is reflected in its greatness 
today. 
Bu t 
probably 
the 
most 
significant 
characteristic of his life was his u nswerv* 


Amos Alonzo Stagg 
ing devotion to the emphasis of the moral 
and spiritu al man. He enforced his be­ 
liefs in a spirit of high sportsmanship and 
thu s commu nicated his lofty ethics to sev­ 
eral generations of American you th. Direct­ 
ly and indirectly he was a great and noble 
leader of You ng America. 
Mr. Stagg aspired to be a minister. 
Bu i he tu rned away from that calling re­ 
gretfu lly becau se he felt an incapacity at 
preaching. He tu rned to coaching becau se 
it was a field in which he cou ld be more 
expressive and more convincing. It w a s 
only a few years ego that age and infirm­ 
ity ended his coaching career. 
Throu ghou t his long, long life he never 
deviated from his deep belief, never wav­ 
ered in his convictions, never forsook his 
goals. There is no evidence that he ever 
dou bted his cou rse. He was a very honest 
and good man and he gloried in his life’s 
mission. 


Thoughts On A Puppet King 
The death of former King Farou k. of 
Egypt , is a belated reminder of “How not 
to ru n an em pire." It is volu me one of 
a two part series, the second part being, 
“What became of colonialism and why," 
Farou k was not a good ru ler. He pu r­ 
su ed decadence, enriched himself, allowed 
the Egyptian people to sink into misery 
and desperation, and ru led Egypt as a 
British possession u ntil he was overthrown 
in an Egyptian arm y revolt. A colonel by 
the name of Nagu ib forced him from the 
throne in tu rn to be replaced by Col. C a­ 
rnal Nasser. Mr. Nasser may be a trou ble­ 
some dictator with warlike aspirations and 
a strong feeling for revenge. Bu t he is in­ 
finitely better for his people than w a s 
Farou k. 
It is not u nfair to compare Farou k with 
Cu ba’s Batista, a head beater who rose 
from sergeant to president of the Cu ban

WASHINGTON — Missis­ 
sippi congressmen 
a r e n ’ t 
advertising it, bu t a l m os t 
every weekend they are fly­ 
ing back to Mississippi to 
defend their seats in Con­ 
gress. 
This is not becau se they 
are being challenged for re- 
election, bu t becau se a bat­ 
tery of New York lawyers 
have been taking depositions 
showing that the congress­ 
men were not elected by all 
the people of Mississippi — 
that Negroes were exclu ded 
from voting.

City 
officials report that the breaku p of t h e 
streets this year du e to the winter weather 
Is not so severe as it

years in the past. 
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Yet. it seems that the streets are so 
bad that the ehu ekholes cannot even be 
avoided. It has also seemed that 
t h e r e 
are holes in some paving that has not 
been down very long, 
And as you look 
at some of these holes, the paving seems 
to show u p awfu lly thin. 
There are parts of Capitol Parkway, 
for instance, that are in bad shape and 
this project has not many years behind 
it Additionally, it is badly cracked so that 
it has had to be heavily lined with tar to 
keep the water ou t. One wonders if the 
paving here was su fficient to begin with. 
The widespread breaku p of the streets 
is, in other cases, a testimonial to the age 
of some of the paving. This shou ld serve 
to remind taxpayers that 
a street pro­ 
gram is nothing withou t an annu al re-pav­ 
ing schedu le. 
Su ch 
repaving, of cou rse,'dem ands 
fu nds which of late have gone to the early 
completion of the East 0 project. Damage 
to the streets may not be as extensive as 
it has been at times in the past bu t it still 
seems to be seriou s. It still seems to be 
cau se for some kind of examination of past 
constru ction standards and for thou ght and 
action toward an adequ ate fu nding pro­ 
gram in the fu tu re.

WASHINGTON - The big­ 
gest line of credit in Wash­ 
ington is being bu ilt u p in 
the office of Senate Repu bli­ 
can Leader Everett Dirksen.

It was Dirksen who railed 
in Attorney General Nicholas 
Katzenbach to look at what 
was evolving, with an invi­ 
tation to cooperate, not vice 
versa. K a t z e n b a c h told 
Dirksen that a voting rights 
draft was “ kicking arou nd" 
the Ju stice Department, and 
when it was produ ced on re­ 
qu est, it was generally felt 
that the expression was well- 
chosen. 
The final version spent its 
last hou rs in Dirksen’s office 
with the senator and attor­ 
ney 
general 
while 
Senate 
Democratic Leader 
M i k e 
Mansfield c op e d with a 
snowstorm to keep a St. Pat­ 
rick’s day speaking engage­ 
ment in Chicago. 
It is Dirksen who regu lar­ 
ly visits the press gallery to 
report on the evolu tion of the 
voting rights issu e. He an­ 
n ou 
n c e d that 
Mansfield 
wou ld co-sponsor his bill and 
others cou ld if they so de­ 
sired. 


This is felt here to be qu ite 
a feat for a Repu blican in a 
heavily Democratic adminis­ 
tration who leads abou t one- 
third of the two-thirds of the 


S e n a t e su pporting c i v i l 
rights, particu larly since the 
Sou thern minority of the big 
Democratic 
majority 
h a s 
dwindled perceptibly. It is 
being 
predicted 
that

Sou th cannot mu ster 17 votes 
against the new bill, 
Nobody bu t nobody knows 
how to expend political capi­ 
tal as shrewdly as the ju nior 
senator from Illinois, and it 
will be diverting to watch 
him.

into the Legislature Thursday 
calling on Congress not to cut 
funds for the agriculture con 
servation program. 


Introduced by Sen. Rudolf 


C. Kokes of Ord, Resolution 
No.* 30 urges Congress to re- 
ject the proposal of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget for a $100,- 
000,000 cut in funds for the 
agriculture conservation pro- 
gram in fiscal 1966 and the 
establishment of a revolving 
fund whereby cooperators of 
the soil and water conserva 
tkm districts wfll be required 
to pay for the technical serv 
ices for laying out conserva- 
tion practices by the soil con- 
servation service personnel. 


Action on the resolution 


was deferred under unicam- 
eral rules requiring a one-day 
layover. 


Kokes' resolution said that 


local people are now contri- 
buting a major share of the 
cost of these programs, and 
that it would be a mistake to 
make them pay an increased 
portion of the cost. 


It said that over two-thirds 


of the farmers and ranchers

mismanaged. But it reported 
'‘that a substantial fraction of 
the contract work on the pro­ 
gram was of lower scientific 
quality and showed evidence 
of inadequate central super­ 
vision.” 
This was one of the few 
jarring notes in the commit­ 
tee’s 213-page report to Presi­ 
dent Johnson on a year-long 
study of Ahe National Insti­ 
tutes of Health. 
Whole Program Praised 
In general, the committee 
of 12 prominent citizens prais­ 
ed the work 
of 
the 
NIH, 
which spends just over $ 1 bil­ 
lion a year and finances 40% 
of the n at i o n ’s health re­ 
search. The committee said: 
“ Few if any $ l-billion seg­ 
ments of the federal budget 
are buying more valuable ser­ 
vices for the American peo­ 
ple than that administered by 
the NIH.” 
Johnson accepted t h e re­ 
port from Dr. Dean E. Wool- 
ridge, 
committee 
chairman 
and former head of Thomp­ 
son Ramo Wooldridge Corp., 
and issued a statement which 
said, “ The report of this com- 


mittee is reassuring and chal 
lenging.” 
$ 34 Million Spent 
The one NIH p r o g r am 
singled out for particular criti­ 
cism 
involved 
the 
Cancer 
chemotherapy National 
Ser­ 
vice Center, 
which 
spends 
more than $ 34 million a year 
in hunting for a chemical cure 
for cancer. 
The panel that studied the 
cancer program said some 
unsatisfactory effects were in­ 
evitable, because, when t h e 
effort was begun, “ The avail­ 
ability of money exceeded the 
availability of sound ideas.” 
Both the panel and the full 
committee expressed concern 
because the program lacks 
“ continuing scientific review 
by outside peers in the scien­ 
tific community.”
